At 7:15 last night the Wabash express 


whirled Indiana's great statesman, Hon. 
Thomas A. Hendrioks, iutoFort Wayne. 
When the dutiuguiiihed gentleman step- 
ped upon the car platform a sea of ad- 
uiiriug faces met his gaze aud a thou- 
sand voices welcomed kirn to the metrop- 
olis of Northern Indiana. A committee 
of Jettersouians escorted Mr. Heudricks 
to the McEiuuie house, where he ate 
supper. In the meantime the Jefferso- 
niaucluh aud democratic first voters 
formed ou Berry and Court streets aud 
at 7:30 t.iat immense procession, headed 
by the City baud, moved towards the 
south depot. The Jeflersoniaus preceded 
the carriage containing Mr. Heudrioks, 
then followed the first voters, after thu 
great statesman had been driven through 
their open ranks. 
The streets were 


thronged all along the line of march and 
everywhere Indiana's favorite son was 
greeted with the utmost enthusiasm and 
cordiality. 
He gracefully bowed his 


acknowledgement. The residences along 
which the procession moved were tastily 
illuminated and decorated with flags and 
pictures "of Cleveland and Heudricke. 
Arriving at the mansion home of Hon. 
Montgomery Hamilton, the great pro- 
cession and the vast concourse of people 
ttiat followed it, formed in front of the 
hone, from the doorstep of which Mr. 
Hendricks briefly addressed the audience. 
He said ,he could scarcely acknowledge 
his gratitude for the ovation tendered by 
thepeopleof FortWayne; an ovation that 
any man might ever look baek'upon with 
pride and emotion. Bat back of this 
great demonstration was a moving spirit 
—aspirit that prompted the people to de- 
mand a change in the governmental 
policy that in the past four years had 
cut down the price of wheat almost one 
half; a policy that filled the people with 
distrust, closed manufactories, stopped 
mining and paid workmen but poorly for 
theii labor. 
The people recognized 


their great constitutional prerogative 
and would demand an account of past 
stewardship. The gentleman warmed np 
to hia tiieme and said . the government 
was building a new vanlt to store away 
the surplus money collected from the 
people at the rate of (85,000.000 a year. 
He wanted to give to the government all 
the money it legitimately needs, all that 
belongs to it, but insisted that the rest 
be left in tho pockets of the people. Mr. 
Hendrioks paid a nice tribute to the in- 
dependence aud honesty of the Germans,- 
whom he said the republicans were scold- 
ing now. 
"We find," said he, "the re- 


publican party making its bow to the 
Irish people for the first time in its his- 
tory, (rat it will do them no good. Your 
father and my father," said Governor 
Hendricks,addnming himself to the Irish 
people: especially, "helped to elect Gen. 
Andrew Jackson president of the United 
States.

household ever since and we have been 
you friends. The democratic party has 
always protected you as well as other 
foreign born citizens; has always fought 
your battles and always will as long as 
the American flag waves." 


Mr. Heudricks again thanked his 


hearers, and was greeted by the 
most enthusiastic applause.
